Rayon, or artificial silk, which has 
become in recent y ars a widely used 
product, resembles good paper in 
that it consists of mire cellulose 
Four different processes have been 
perfected for its manufacture, but of 
these the viscose process is used for 
over 80 per cent. of the world's 
rayon production. 

High grade bisulphite wood pulp

Masses OF Water Plants Secured By 
Poplar Stakes
